would answer 24 hours, and to the 


ion, How many times does it turn' 


on its axis in the course of the year? 
the answer would be 865&.times. Both 
answers are wrong. 


It requires but 28 hours and 56 min- 


utes for the earth tojnafee one complete 
turn, and it makes 866Jivtnrn8 during 
the year. The error springs from a 
wrong idea of what is meant by a day. 


The day is not, as -is, commonly sup- 


posed, the time required by the earth 
to make one turn on its axis, .but the 
Interval between two successiye pas- 
eagesof the sun. across the.meridian— 
that is to say, the time which elapses 
after the sun is seen exactly south in 
Its diurnal course through the heavens- 
before it is again seen in "that position. 


Now, 
in conseqnenpe of the earth's 


revolution in its oibit, ,or path round 
the sun, the sun has ffce appearance of 
moving very slowly in the'neavens in a 
direction from east to west At noon 
tomorrow the sun will be a short dis- 
tance to the-east'of; the point, in the 
heavens at which it ; is seen at noon to- 
day, 
so that when the 'earth has made 


one Complete farn it will still1 have to 
turn four minutes longer before the sun 
can again be seen exactly south.

OF COCBSE THEY DO, 


"An eastern paper tells as that tbe 


American and European bankers are 
urging upon Mexico 'the desirability 
of adopting tbe gold standard. Tbat 
is no doubt true. Mexico is a perpetual 
reproof to those American and Euro- 
pean bankers who like t J talk about 
•sound money,' the impossibility of 
ever making silrer good money, and 
tbe immense losses which a nation is 
subjected to that uses silver. Fortn- 
aately, there is a very level-beaded old 
chap at the bead of affairs in Mexico. 
Then the manufacturing interests of 
that country all oppose the change, 
explaining that the gold premium has 
the effect of ntlmulating exports and 
barring their imports of merchandise. 
The history of the country during the 
past fifteen years, during which time 
the United States has suffered* three 
or four panics and a loss of property 
which cannot be estimated, is a per- 
petual notice to the bankers of Europe 
and the United States of bow much 
wrong they have worked upon tbe na 
tions that have taken their advice and 
thrown away half the world's money. 
They will not prevail with Mexico, and 
in the meantime Mexico is advancing 
more swiftly than any country in tbe 
world except our own, and the advance 
in our own country is due, not to the 
gold standard, bat in spite of it. It is 
due io the working forces of oar peo- 
ple, the perfection of machinery, the 
energy that stops at nothing, the 
transportation facilities of the country 
and the fact that the nations on both 
sides of the sea need our food. 


Twenty-five years ago oar country 


was exceedingly prosperous. The fields 
ond the mines were yielding immense 
products. We had no army to support, 
no navy of any consequence to main- 
tain, no court to absorb the wealth nf 
tbe nation. Our natlen presented a 
epeotaole which tbe world looked upon 
with envy. At that time Mexico was 
deeply in debt, without revenues, with- 
out internal improvements, with very 
few manufactures, with mining at a 
low ebb. She began to advance. Her 
advance has been without interruption 
and has been with accelerating mo- 
mentum all tbe time, with tbe result 
that her debts are paid, her treasury is 
full; she has spent nearly a thousand 
millions of dollars on internal im- 
provements, ehe has built great manu- 
factories, and though this has been 
accomplished by 12,000,000 of people, 
only about two millions and a half are 
anything bat peons. 


"In tbe meantime property bas.fallen 


in the United States 60 per cent. Thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of men 
have been ruined. The working hosts 
of tbe United States, tbet portion 
which owns property and employ la- 
bor, for ten years of that time worked 
for nothing but board and clothes. The 
difference is simply in tbe different fis- 
cal policies of tbe two countries, No 
wonder tbat Mexico's prosperity seems 
like a reproach to American and Eu- 
ropean bankers. It is a perpetual ad- 
vertisement to them of their own per- 
fidy. No wonder they w<tnt tbe stand- 
ard there changed."

The porgy, common as it is, is a 


beautiful fish when seen in the water 
in a favorable light, and it is likewise 
one of the most sensitive of fishes. In 
captivity it is easily frightened. It will 
take alarm from something done by a 
passing visitor, a thoughtless touching 
of glass, or something of that sort, and 
go rushing around until it is exhausted. 
Sometimes a porgy in a tank may, 
when frightened, jump out of the water 
and bump its nose against the wire 
screen over the tank and be seemingly 
paralyzed by the shock and rendered un- 
able to swim. In such a condition it 
will lie upon its back, motionless, ex- 
cept perhaps for a fluttering of its fins, 
for an hour,' and then it may come back 
all right again and swim about so lively 
and in such good form that yon can't 
tell then which fish of the lot it was 
that had bumped its head. 


A peculiarity of the porgy is its lia- 


bility to blindness. Blindness is not un- 
common among fishes, but there are 
perhaps more blind porgiea than there 
are fish of any other kind. There's a 
Baying among fishermen, "As blind as a 
Vorgy." — New York Sun.
